About 'M1 Thomas Lecnford 
coma over from England and sat 
up for tha prsctloe of law in 
•otlon. He made a failure of 
It, partly for want of oHents. but 
mainly because the governor 
and mag itrstes violently op- 
posed him. They hed no uss 
for lawyers, believing them 
sslves perfectly competent to 
hendly all eontrovarslss that 
might arias In the colony. Tha 
Puritan fathers In England held 
lawyers In sbhorrsnea. John 
Rogers, the famous Purltsn 
preacher of London, apoks of 
"tha Incredible wickedness of 
that profaaalon, and their gulltl 
nesa of all manner of sins which 
ths nation Ilea under." This be- 
ing the opinion of ths Puritan 
leaders In England, ne wonder 
ths brsth en In Boston deter- 
mined te exclude them. Up to 
the time of the Revolutionary 
wsr lawyers were generally 
looked upon In this country as 
unaulted to good soclsty. Though 
hs failed In ths legal profession, 
Lecnford wrote a good book, 
whloh he called "Plain Dealing; 
Or. Nawa from New England."

So runs an old letter written to 
New York during the darkest daya of 
the American Revolution The Brit- 
ish had captured New York and Pbtla 
delphla To both cities -but chiefly to 
New York— tbey brought thouasnde ol 
liatrlot soldiers captured In battle 
and many non-combatanta who had 
rlsbad freedom and life to help the 
cause of liberty by money, gifts or by 
patriotic rpeecbes. 

These unlucky captlvee were not 
treated Ilk* prisoners of war. They 
were housed and fed— or. rather, 
starved— In a way the law nowadays 
would not permit for cattle or swine. 
And the msn In charge of them waa 
a blackguard whose own countrymen 
loathed blm. William Cunningham. 

Cunningham waa tbe son of a Brit- 
ish dragoon snd wa* horn in the 
regimental barracks at Dublin In 1774 
be came to America and settled In 
New York, where he msde a living for 
some time by "bresklng" colts and by 
giving riding lesaons. When the Revo- 
lution broke out. In 1776. he became 
Involved In a political row with some 
local patriots and was forced to flee 
to llostnn. there to seek the protection 
of the British army

The funds for thto work will come 
out of the special appropriation of 
11.500.000 made by congress, some 
time ago as an emergency fund for 
levee work. 

While Mr. Bondurant nee had con- 
siderable experience In this line of 
work and is familiar with all Its de- 
tails, is to probable that W. L. Moa- 
by will assist him in the undertak- 
ing. The Courier to glad to see this 
work let to a Hickman man; it bring* 
the $50,000 here and nuts it in 'he 
channels of trade. Ku therm ore, Mr. 
Bondurant, being a large bottom land 
owner, will see to It that we get the 
very best levee It to possible to coo 
struct for the money spent.

They died like so many file* To auch 
fearful condition were they reduced 
thst the lowest city outcasts were 
touched hy pity and secretly sent 
ctMsw food.
